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INTRODUCTION. 


Before  investigating  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  district  in  1858,  it  would 
not  be  uninteresting  to  compare  Gloucester  as  it  was  in  1847  with  its  condition 
in  1857,  since  in  the  interval  (in  1849)  the  city  was  placed  under  the  operation 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  and  many  of  the  suggestions  thrown  out  by  my  friend 
Mr.  Rumsey,  in  1847,  were  practically  carried  out. 

For  statistical  information  respecting  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  in 
1847,  I am  indebted  to  the  valuable  Papers  on  the  subject  published  by  the 
above-named  gentleman  in  the  Journal  of  Public  Health.  According  to  this 
authority,  the  estimated  population  of  the  city-proper  in  that  year  was  14,767, 
and  the  number  of  deaths  in  houses  355,  one  death  occurring  among  41  living. 
From  these  calculations  all  the  hamlets  were  excluded.  It  will  therefore  be 
necessary,  in  order  to  place  the  comparison  clearly  before  the  reader,  to  make 
two  sets  of  calculations,  the  one  comprehending  the  city  as  of  no  greater  extent 
than  in  Mr.  Rumsey  s calculations  for  1847,  and  the  other  taking  into  account 
the  additional  parishes  and  hamlets  which  at  present  constitute  the  urban  divi- 
sion. The  first  set  of  calculations  gives  as  a result — 

Estimated  Population.  Deaths  in  Houses.  One  death  in 
13,312.  ^ 291.  45-74. 

The  second — 

16,754.  342.  48*98. 

This  latter  death-rate  closely  approaches  “the  fair  standard  rate  of  mor- 
tality for  all  towns  and  populous  places.” 

The  suburban  hamlet  of  Kingsholm  St.  Mary  was  stated  by  Mr.  Rumsey 
to  have  been  the  most  fatal  locality  in  1847,  the  cause  of  which  he  attributed  to 
the  Sweetbriar  ditch,  at  that  time  an  open  sewer,  poisoning  the  neighbourhood 
with  its  exhalations.  In  1852  this  ditch  was  culverted,  and  in  that  and  subse- 
quent years  greater  attention  was  paid  to  the  drainage,  with  the  result  of  reduc- 
ing the  mortality  from  1 in  25  to  1 in  39. 

To  sum  up,  the  estimated  population  of  the  city  and  suburbs  in  1847  was 
22,150,  and  the  rate  of  mortality  1 in41  ; in  1857  the  population  was  estimated 
at  25,490,  and  the  rate  of  mortality  1 in  51.  Increase  of  population  coincident 
with  diminution  of  mortality  will  surely  carry  with  them  sufficient  recommenda- 
tion to  the  citizens  of  Gloucester,  to  spare  no  effort  to  carry  on  those  sanitary 
improvements  whose  small  beginnings  have  been  attended  with  such  great  success. 

I should  like  also  to  mention  another  matter  upon  which  we  may  congratulate 
ourselves,  the  comparative  infrequency  of  non-certificated  deaths.  In  Mr. 
Rumsey  s calculations  for  1847,  they  were  the  rule  and  not  the  exception  ; in 
mine,  for  1857,  they  were  the  exception  and  not  the  rule.

I. — WHOLE  DISTRICT. 

The  number  of  registered  births,  including  those  insAhe 
Workhouse,  amounted  to  1265,  being  at  the  rate  of  Sh'QS 
per  thousand  of  the  population.  The  annual  number  of 
births  per  annum  for  the  last  twelve  years  has  been  1138, 
being  at  the  rate  of  41‘66  per  thousand— the  average  rate 
of  England  amounting  to  33  per  thousand  ; the  registered 
male  births  amounting  to  651,  or  39'54i  per  thousand  ; the 
registered  female  births  to  614,  or  34*50  per  thousand  ; the 
proportion  between  the  sexes  being  106  males  to  100 
females— the  proportion  for  all  England  being  105  males  to 
100  females.  On  an  average  of  five  years  the  male  births 
amount  to  606,  or  36*82  per  thousand ; the  female  births  to 
560,  or  31*47  per  thousand;  the  proportion  of  the  sexes 
being  108  males  to  100  females ; of  the  1265  births,  84  or 
6*6  per  cent,  were  illegitimate— the  average  for  all  England 
being  6*4  per  cent. ; the  proportion  between  the  sexes  being 
154  males  to  100  females.  For  the  last  four  years  the  ille- 
gitimate births  have  averaged  5*9  per  cent,  and  the  propor- 
tion between  the  sexes  nearly  equal  (100*7  to  100). 


The  number  of  registered  deaths,  including  those  in  the 
Public  Institutions,  amounted  to  1066,  being  at  the  rate  of 
29*54  per  thousand  of  the  population,  or  one  death  in  34. 
The  average  number  of  deaths  per  annum  for  the  last  12 
years  has  been  665  (665*16),  being  at  the  I'ate  of  20  28  per 
thousand ; the  average  rate  of  England  being  22  14  per 
thousand.  The  enormous  excess  (9*26  per  thousand)  of  the 
death-rate  of  1863  over  the  average  annual  death  rate  is 
attributable  to  the  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  which  raged 
with  great  severity  during  the  year,  and  caused  the  deaths 


of  192  persons. 

The  registered  deaths  of  males  amounted  to  539,  or  32  /5 
per  thousand ; the  registered  deaths  of  females  to  472  or 
26*52  per  thousand  ; the  proportion  between  the  sexes  being 
114  males  to  100  females.  On  an  average  of  five  years  the 
male  deaths  amount  to  344  per  annum,  or  20  93  per  thou- 
sand ; the  female  deaths  to  332  or  19*23  per  thousand;  the 
proportion  between  the  sexes  being  103  males  to  100  females. 
The  mortality  from  zymotic  or  epidemic  diseases  amounted 
to  40*05  per  cent,  of  the  mortality  from  all  causes,  the 
average  for  the  last  five  years  being  19*64  per  cent.  Males 
died  at  the  rate  of  37*66  per  cent.,  against  an  average  of 
19*01  per  cent. ; females  died  at  the  rate  of 42*79  per  cent., 
against  an  average  of  20*30 ; the  proportion  between  the 
sexes  was  nearly  equal,  100*4  males  to  100  females.  For 
the  last  five  years  the  proportion  has  been  97  males  to  100 


females. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  five  years  of  age  amounted 
to  51*13  per  cent,  of  the  mortality  at  all  ages ; for  the  last 
five  years  the  average  annual  mortality  has  been  at  the  rate 
of  37*89  per  cent.  The  per  centage  of  male  deaths  was 
52*50,  against  an  average  of  40*63  per  cent. ; of  female 
deaths  49*57  against  an  average  of  35*24 : the  proportion 
between  the  sexes  120  males  to  100  females,  against  an 
average  of  118  males  to  100  females. 

The  age  at  death  was  for  males  22*75  years,  against  an 
average  of  four  years  of  29*06  years ; for  females  27*70 
years,  against  an  average  of  34*27  years ; for  both  sexes 
24*32  years,  against  an  average  of  31*76  years. 
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II. — URBAN  DIVISION. 


The  number  of  registered  births,  including  those  in  the 
workhouse,  amounted  to  592,  being  at  the  rate  of  36‘42  per 
thousand  of  the  population.  The  annual  number  of  births 
per  annum  for  the  last  twelve  years  has  been  674,  being  at 
the  rate  of  33‘66  per  thousand. 

The  registered  male  births  amounted  to  294,  or35‘40  per 
thousand  ; the  registered  female  births  to  298,  or  33’69  per 
thousand  ; the  proportion  between  the  sexes  being  98  males 
to  100  females.  On  an  average  of  five  years  the  male  births 
amount  to  298  or  38'05  per  thousand  j the  female  births  to 
275  or  31 ’09  per  thousand;  the  proportion  between  the 
sexes  being  108  males  to  100  females.  Of  the  692  births, 
49  Or  8‘2  per  cent,  were  illegitimate.  For  the  last  four 
years  the  illegitimate  births  have  averaged  6‘06  per  cent, 
per  annum. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths,  including  those  in  the 
Infirmary,  Workhouse,  and  Almshouses,  amounted  to  558, 
being  at  the  rate  of  33'33  per  thousand.  The  average 
number  of  deaths  per  annum  for  the  last  twelve  years  has 
been  372,  being  at  the  rate  of  21 '34  per  thousand.  The 
registered  deaths  of  males  amounted  to  285,  or  36'32  per 
thousand;  the  registered  deaths  of  females  to  273,  or  30'86 
in  the  thousand  ; the  proportion  between  the  sexes  being 
101  males  to  100  females.  On  an  average  of  five  years  the 
male  deaths  amount  to  176,  or  22‘46  in  the  thousand ; the 
females  deaths  to  175,  or  19’79  in  the  thousand ; the  propor- 
tion between  the  sexes  being  100’5  males  to  100  females.  The 
proportion  of  births  to  deaths  for  the  year  1863  was  106‘09 
births  to  every  100  deaths ; on  an  average  of  twelve  years 
the  proportion  is  164‘30  births  to  every  hundred  deaths. 

(The  deaths  in  the  Puhlic  Institutions  are  left  out  in  the 
following  calculations .) 


The  mortality  from  zymotic  diseases  amounted  to  239,  or 
45  per  cent,  of  the  mortality  from  all  causes ; the  average 
per  centage  for  the  last  five  years  being  18.  Out  of  the 
above  239  fatal  cases,  198,  or  82  per  cent,  occurred  in  chil- 
dren under  5 years  of  age. 


The  infant  (under  5 years)  mortality  amounted  to  6T64 
per  cent,  of  the  mortality  at  all  ages ; the  average  of  12 
years  being  41*29  per  cent. 

The  age  at  death  was — for  males,  15*16  years  against  an 
average  for  four  years  of  24'69  yeai’S;  for  females,  19*46 
years,  against  an  average  of  32*53  years;  of  both  sexes 
18*65  years,  against  an  average  of  28*73  years.

III. — SUBURBAN  DIVISION. 

The  number  of  registered  births,  including  those  in  the 
Workhouse,  amounted  to  420,  being  at  the  rate  of  45‘64  in 
every  thousand  of  the  population.  The  annual  number  of 
births  per  ann.  for  the  last  12  years  has  been  322,  being  at 
the  rate  of  42*22  in  the  thousand.  The  registered  male 
births  amounted  to  228,  or  50*10  in  the  thousand  ; the 
registered  female  births  to  192,  or  29*88  in  the  thousand  j 
the  proportion  between  the  seves  being  118  males  to  100 
females.  On  an  average  of  five  years  the  male  births  amount 
to  179,  or  40*06  in  the  thousand  j the  female  births  to  162,  or 
33*77  in  the  thousand  ; the  proportion  between  the  sexes 
being  110  males  to  100  females.  Of  the  420  births,  19,  or 
4*5  per  cent.,  were  illegitimate.  For  the  last  four  years 
the  illegitimate  births  have  averaged  3*9  per  cent,  per 
annum. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths,  including  those  in  the 
Infirmary,  Workhouse,  and  Almshouses,  amounted  to  295, 
being  at  the  rate  of  32*05  in  the  thousand.  The  average 
number  of  deaths  per  annum  for  the  last  12  years  has  been 
163,  being  at  the  rate  of  21*37  in  the  thousand.  The  regis- 
tered deaths  of  males  amounted  to  157,  or  34*98  in  the 
thousand ; the  registered  deaths  of  females  to  138,  or 
28*66  in  the  thousand  ; the  proportion  between  the  sexes 
being  113  males  to  100  females.  On  an  average  of  five 
years  the  male  deaths  amount  to  92  or  20*49  per  thousand  ; 
the  female  deaths  to  85  or  17*65,  the  proportion  between 
the  sexes  being  108  males  to  100  females.  The  proportion 
of  births  to  deaths  for  the  year  1863  was  142*37  births  to 
every  hundred  deaths.  On  an  average  of  12  years  the  pro- 
portion is  197*56  births  to  every  hundred  deaths. 

{The  deaths  in  the  Public  Institutions  are  left  out  in  the 
following  calculations.) 

The  mortality  from  zymotic  diseases  amounted  to  123  or 
38  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality  ; the  average  per  centage 
for  the  last  five  years  being  24.  Out  of  the  above  125  fatal 
cases,  98  or  79  per  cent,  occurred  among  children  under  five 
years  of  age. 

The  infant  mortality  amounted  to  55*75  per  cent,  of  the 
mortality  at  all  ages  ; the  average  of  12  years  being  42*51 
per  cent. 

The  age  at  death  for  males  was  21*39  years,  against  an 
average  for  four  years  of  26*19  years;  for  females  21*25 
years,  against  an  average  of  31*65  years ; of  both  sexes 
19*50,  against  an  average  of  27*75  years.

The  number  of  registered  births,  including  those  in  the 
Workhouse,  amounted  to  250,  being  at  the  rate  of  30*22  in 
every  thousand  of  the  population.  The  annual  number  of 
births  per  annum  for  the  last  twelve  years  has  been  238, 
being  at  the  rate  of  34*51  in  the  thousand.  The  registered 
male  births  amounted  to  129,  or  31*18  in  the  thousand ; the 
registered  female  births  to  121,  or  29*26  in  the  thousand  ; 
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the  proportion  between  the  sexes  being  106  males  to  100 
females.  On  an  average  of  five  years  the  male  births 
amount  to  127,  or  30'70  in  the  thousand ; the  female  births 
to  122,  or  29‘60  in  the  thousand  ; the  proportion  between 
the  sexes  being  104  males  to  100  females.  Of  the  250  births 
13,  or  6*2  per  cent,  were  illegitimate ; for  the  last  four  years 
the  illegitimate  births  have  averaged  the  same  amount  per 
cent. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths,  including  those  in 
the  Infirmary  and  Workhouse,  amounted  to  151,  being  at 
the  rate  of  19*10  in  the  thousand.  The  average  number 
of  deaths  per  annum  for  the  last  twelve  years  has  been  145, 
being  at  the  rate  of  19*10  in  the  thousand.  The  registered 
deaths  of  males  amounted  to  97,  or  23*45  in  the  thousand ; 
the  registered  deaths  of  females  to  61,  or  14*75  in  the 
thousand;  the  proportion  between  the  sexes  between  159 
males  to  100  females.  On  an  average  of  five  years  the  male 
deaths  amount  to  65  per  annum,  or  15*71  in  the  thousand. ; 
the  female  deaths  to  64,  or  16*47  in  the  thousand ; the  pro- 
portion between  the  sexes  being  101  males  to  100  females. 
The  proportion  of  births  to  deaths  for  1863  was  158*1  births 
to  every  hundred  deaths.  On  an  average  of  twelve  years, 
the  proportion  is  164*1  births  to  every  hundred  deaths. 

(The  deaths  in  the  Ptiblic  Institutions  are  left  out  in  the 
following  calculations.) 

The  mortality  from  zymotic  diseases  amounted  to  35,  or 
25*00  per  cent,  of  the  mortality  from  all  causes  ; the  average 
per  centage  for  the  last  five  years  being  13 ; out  of  the 
above  35  fatal  cases,  25  or  71  por  cent,  were  under  five 
years  of  age. 

The  infant  mortality  amounted  to  36*42  per  cent,  of  the 
mortality  at  all  ages,  the  average  of  twelve  years  being  32*07 
per  cent. 

The  age  at  death  was  for  males  31*10  years,  against  an 
average  for  four  years  of  28*93  years;  for  females  42*39 
years,  against  an  average  of  40*73  years;  for  both  sexes 
34*93  years,  against  33*91  years.

THE  SANITARY  CONDITION

1858. 


The  population  in  1858  was  estimated  at  16,988.  The  registered  births 
were  528 — 278  males  and  250  females  ; in  1857,  they  were  568 — 278  males  and 
290  females.  The  registered  deaths  occurring  in  the  Urban  Division  in  1858 
were  326 — 159  males  and  167  females.  In  1857  there  were  registered  342  deaths. 
The  deaths  in  the  Union  Workhouse  and  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hospital,  as  also 
those  of  patients  in  the  Infirmary  who  were  admitted  into  that  institution  from 
city  parishes,  are  not  included  in  these  numbers.  The  number  of  those  who 
died  in  proportion  to  the  living,  or  in  other  words  the  death-rate  was  19-19 
per  thousand.  In  1857  the  death-rate  was  20-37,  leaving  a balance  of  1-18 
in  favour  of  1858,  which  is  equal  to  a saving  of  twenty  lives.  Favorable  as 
this  report  is,  no  less  than  38  deaths  were  registered  over  the  rate  of  17  in  the 
thousand  (which  is  the  rate  we  ought  to  attain  if  our  sanitary  regulations  were 
perfect) ; and  as  thirty  cases  of  illness  are  assumed  to  exist  wherever  there  is  one 
death,  upwards  of  1140  cases  of  preventible  disease  have  occurred  in  our  city  in 
the  space  of  last  year.  These  illnesses  have  of  course  rendered  those  persons 
suffering  from  them  for  the  most  part  unable  to  work  at  their  accustomed  employ- 
ments, forced  them  to  break  in  on  the  hoard  in  the  savings’  bank,  compelled  them 
to  be  dependent  on  the  sick  fund  of  their  clubs,  or  thrown  them,  so  many  addi- 
tional burdens,  on  their  already  heavily-laden  parishes.  No  fact  is  better  attested 
than  that  sickness  and  inattention  to  sanitary  principles  go  hand-in-hand ; for 
the  lanes  and  courts  whose  inhabitants  are  the  most  constant  in  their  applica- 
tions to  the  relief  fund  of  the  Union,  are  the  localities  to  which  the  parochial 
medical  ofiicer  is  most  frequently  summoned.

Comparing  the  death-rates  of  the  several  parishes  with  the  average  of  seven 
years,  seven  are  below,  namely,  St.  Catherine,  Holy  Trinity,  St.  Mary-de-Crypt, 
St.  John,  St.  Michael,  Barton  St.  Michael,  and  South  Hamlet  ; and  five  above, 
St.  Mary-de-Lode,  St.  Nicholas,  St.  Mary-de-Grace,  St.  Aldate,  and  Barton 
St.  Mary.  An  equal  number  of  deaths  has  occurred  in  the  parishes  of  St. 
Michael  and  St.  Aldate,  but  the  death-rate  of  the  latter  is  more  than  double  that 
of  the  former,  although  the  population  is  but  half  as  large.  The  reason  is 
obvious.  The  majority  of  the  houses  in  St.  Michael’s  parish  are  inhabited  by 
gentlemen,  and  well-to-do  tradesmen,  are  well  drained,  and  their  occupants  pay 
considerable  attention  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  their  households.  The 
reverse  is  the  case  in  St.  Aldate’s.  There  the  houses  are  mostly  of  a low  class, 
closely  packed  together,  the  dwellers  in  them  with  ill-defined  occupations,  and 
very  little  regardful  of  the  cleanliness  and  ventilation  of  their  homes.  The  death- 
rate  of  one  of  the  streets  in  this  parish  is  upwards  of  28  in  the  thousand. 

The  death-rate  in  the  South  Hamlet  in  1858,  with  an  estimated  population 
of  1871,  is  less  than  that  of  1851,  when  the  population  was  only  1110.  But 
the  death-rate  of  St.  Mary-de-Lode  (for  the  College  Precincts  may  be  left  out 
of  the  calculation)  is  perfectly  startling  in  its  magnitude,  exceeding  St.  John  and 
St.  Nicholas,  the  two  largest  parishes  in  the  Urban  Division,  with  dense  popu- 
lations, by  10  and  12  in  the  thousand,  and  as  compared  with  St.  Michael,  with 
fewer  inhabitants,  exhibiting  an  all  but  three-fold  mortality.  A personal  survey, 
however,  of  many  of  the  lanes  and  courts  of  this  parish  quite  accounted,  by  the 
violation  of  all  the  laws  of  health  on  every  side  displayed,  for  the  excessively 
high  death-rate.  A report  of  the  very  bad  condition  of  these  localities  was 
drawn  up  and  presented  to  the  Committee  of  the  Local  Board  of  Health,  who 
promised  that  no  time  should  be  lost  in  abolishing  the  existing  nuisances,  and 
preventing  their  recurrence  for  the  future.  The  following  table  gives  the  rate 
of  mortality  of  some  of  the  lanes  and  streets. 

* The  mortality  in  the  Infirmary  having  unfortunately  been  included  in  the  number  of 
deaths  occurring  in  the  parish  of  St.  Owen  and  the  hamlet  of  Littleworth  during  the  seven 
years  forming  the  period  on  which  the  average  is'  taken,  obliges  me  to  leave  them  out  of  the 
calculation.

The  figures  in  the  1st,  2nd,  4th,  and  5th  columns,  have  been  obtained  from 
a list  furnished  to  me  by  Mr.  Hanvey,  the  surveyor  to  the  Local  Board  of  Health, 
for  whose  courtesy  I take  this  opportunity  of  returning  thanks.  The  popula- 
tion has  been  estimated  on  the  assumption  that  every  house  is  inhabited  by  the 
same  number  of  persons  as  at  the  time  of  the  census  of  1851.  This  of  course 
is  not  really  the  case,  a considerable  number  of  void  houses  occurring  in  each 
street,  and  many  being  overcrowded  by  two  or  more  families,  or  sets  of  lodgers, 
so  that  the  death-rate  as  given  in  table  10  is  lower  than  it  would  have  been  if 
the  precise  number  of  inhabitants  had  been  ascertained.  I hope  to  render  the 
information  derivable  from  this  table  more  complete  and  accurate  in  my  next 
report. 


Zymotic  Diseases.  The  deaths  from  these  diseases  in  1858  were  97,  against 
55  occurring  in  1857.  From  Small  Pox  49  persons  died,  of  whom  35  were 
under  5 years  of  age,  and  nearly  all  unvaccinated.  There  occurred  as  many 
deaths  from  this  disease  in  1858,  as  in  the  whole  of  the  six  years,  1851-6.

In  the  parishes  of  St.  Mary-de-Crypt  and  St.  Michael,  and  the  hamlets  of 
Barton  St.  Mary  and  Michael,  no  deaths  occurred. 


Notwithstanding  the  opportunities  afforded  the  poorer  classes  of  the  com- 
munity to  have  their  children  vaccinated,  and  thereby  give  them  a protection 
from  the  ravages  of  Small  Pox,  it  is  astonishing  how  many  are  the  instances  in 
which  this  simple  and  comparatively  painless  precaution  is  designedly  disre- 
garded. The  excuses  are  various,  fears  lest  the  operation  should  induce  loath- 
some skin  diseases,  or  should  hurry  a child  of  weakly  constitution  prematurely 
into  its  grave,  putting  it  off  day  after  day  until  too  late,  listening  to  the  assertions 
of  the  gossips  of  the  neighbourhood  that  vaccination  was  full  of  danger ; these 


* In  the  centre  of  the  Square  is  a church  and  churchyard,  the  breadth  given  is  that  of  the 
thoroughfares  between  the  houses  and  churchyard  railings.  v 
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and  many  others  of  the  same  nature  are  the  reasons  otfered  to  the  enquiry  “ Why 
was  your  child  not  vaccinated  ?”  I have,  for  some  time  past,  enquired  of  my  Out- 
patients at  the  Hospital,  whether  or  not  they  had  been  vaccinated,  and  I have  never 
met  with  an  instance  in  which,  if  vaccination  had  not  afforded  complete  protection, 
the  attack  of  Small  Pox  was  not  of  the  mildest  possible  description  ; and  on  the 
other  hand  when  vaccination  had  not  been  resorted  to,  and  the  individual  had 
been  attacked  with  the  disease,  the  majority  presented  in  their  bodies  graven 
evidences  of,  and  all  gave  oral  testimony  to,  the  severity  and  virulence  of  the 
attack. 


The  disease  first  appeared  in  the  Upper  Quay  Lane,  in  the  month  of  April, 
and  rapidly  spread  to  all  parts  of  the  district,  visiting  simultaneously  localities 
widely  separated  from  each  other,  leaving  fatal  traces  of  its  presence  in  ten  out 
of  the  fourteen  parishes,  and  continuing  in  the  city  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever  became  epidemic  in  September,  although  isolated  cases  had 
occurred  in  the  preceding  months.  It  was  very  active  during  the  last  quarter 
of  the  year,  ending  fatally  in  18  instances,  a mortality  exactly  twice  as  great  as 
that  in  each  of  the  six  years,  1851-6.  It  accompanied  the  Small  Pox,  and  in 
some  cases  carried  off  the  survivors  from  a previous  attack  of  that  disease.  Out 
of  the  18  fatal  cases  14  occurred  in  children  under  five  years  of  age.  Their 
parochial  distribution  was  as  follows —

The  average  of  age  at  death  in  1858,  in  the  city  generally,  not  reckoning 
the  deaths  in  the  alms-house,  was  26*33  years ; when  those  deaths  are  included 
the  average  age  is  raised  to  29*37  years.  The  average  age  at  death  in  the 
suburban  district  for  1858  was  22*4  years,  excluding  the  deaths  in  alms-houses  ; 
when  including  those  deaths  the  average  age  was  29*'"/ 8.  The  average  age  at 
death  in  the  rural  district  in  the  same  year  was  40*41  years.  In  this  last  cal- 
culation I have  excluded  the  mortality  in  Hempstead  ; since  that  parish  closely

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  same  period  were  31,  of  whom  20  were  males 
and  11  females.  Nine  of  the  fatal  cases  were  over  seventy,  and  seven  were 
under  five  years  of  age. 


METEOROLOGY. 

“ The  average  temperature  of  the  year  was  very  nearly  that  of  17  previous 
years;  viz.,  49“*2,  or  0®'l  above  the  average.  The  first  quarter  of  the  year 
was  l^^'fi  cooler  than  the  average  of  17  years;  the  second  quarter  was  i®*6 
warmer  than  the  average  ; the  third  quarter  1®*0  warmer;  and  the  fourth  quar- 
ter 0*8“  colder  than  the  average.  The  mean  daily  range  of  temperature  was  17“  *3, 
being  more  than  the  average  of  17  years.  Humidity  was  3 degrees  less  than 
the  average.  The  mean  height  of  the  barometer  was  29*834,  being  *059  higher 
than  the  average  of  17  years.  Only  17'2  inches  of  rain  fell,  being  6*6  inches 
less  than  the  average  of  40  years.  The  average  rate  of  movement  of  the  wind 
was  86  miles  a day,  instead  of  110  miles  which  is  the  average  rate  of  former 
years.  The  chief  peculiarities  in  the  meteorological  phenomena  were  the  very 
great  slowness  of  the  wind’s  movements,  the  unusual  dryness  of  the  atmosphere, 
and  the  small  amount  of  rain.  There  was  also  a higher  daily  range  of  tempera- 
ture than  usual ; also  slightly  higher  barometric  readings.” 

The  whole  of  these  items  are  obtained  from  the  Registrar  General’s  Report, 
and  borrowed  by  me  from  the  admirable  Report  of  Dr.  Hillier,  on  the  Sanitary 
Condition  of  St.  Pancras,  which  report  I have  taken  as  a model. 

The  meteorology  of  Gloucester  is  derived  from  the  observations  taken  at  the 
County  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  kindly  furnished  to  me  by  my  friend  Dr.  Williams. 
The  average  temperature  for  the  year  was  49“  *7.  The  mean  daily  range  of 
temperature  was  16^*3.  The  mean  height  of  the  barometer  was  29*900.  The 
rain  fall  was  19*96  inches,  and  it  fell  on  148  days  in  the  year.  The  relative 
proportions  of  wind  were— -North,  73  ; East,  83  ; South,  65  ; and  West,  144.

The  registered  births  amounted  to  305 — 153  males  and  152  females.  In 
1857  the  number  of  births  was  307.  The  registered  deaths  were  141 — 71  males 
and  70  females.  In  1857,  156  deaths  took  place.  I have  been  unable  to  obtain 
from  some  of  the  assistant  overseers  of  the  various  hamlets  any  account  of  the 
number  of  inhabited  houses  for  last  year;  consequently  I have  no  data  upon 
which  to  found  any  accurate  estimate  of  the  population,  whereby  a correct  death- 
rate  could  be  ascertained.  Only  the  assistant  overseers  of  Barton  St.  Mary  and 
Michael,  and  the  South  Hamlet,  have  complied  with  my  request  to  be  furnished 
with  this  information,  and  I take  this  opportunity  of  returning  to  them  my  best 
thanks  for  their  courtesy. 

I have  consequently  added  to  the  estimated  Suburban  Population  of  1857 
the  annual  increase  as  ascertained  from  an  average  of  the  ten  preceding  years, 
this  gives  as  a result  a population  of  8947. 

From  this  calculation  it  would  appear  that  the  death-rate  in  the  Suburban 
Division  is  15*75. 

The  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases  in  1858  were  57 ; in  1857  there  occurred 
28.  From  Small  Pox  20  persons  died,  17  of  whom  were  under  five  years  of 
age,  and  3 out  of  4 unvaccinated.  The  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  in 
the  six  years  preceding  1857  was  only  13.

1858. 


In  1858,  248  children  were  born,  124  males  and  124  females.  In  1857;, 
227  children  were  horn,  128  males  and  99  females.  There  occurred  in  1858, 
124  deaths,  62  males  and  62  females,  so  that  both  in  births  and  deaths  the  sexes 
in  point  of  number  are  equal.  In  1857,  the  number  of  deaths  was  140. 

I have  formed  my  estimate  of  the  population  in  the  Rural  Division  by 
assuming  the  correctness  of  Mr.  Rumsey’s  calculation,  that  the  increase  of  that 
division  was  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum.  This  estimate  gives  as  a 
result  8364.  The  death-rate  therefore  will  he  14*82  per  thousand. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases  was,  in  1858,  17,  and  in 
1857,  12.  Small  Pox  proved  fatal  in  four  instances,  all  under  five  years  of  age. 
These  deaths  occurred  in  the  parishes  of  Hempstead,  Whaddon,  Upton  St. 
Leonards,  and  Barnwood.  Scarlet  Fever  occasioned  three  deaths,  one  in  Hemp- 
stead, one  in  Longford  St.  Mary,  and  one  in  Over.  In  the  parishes  of  Quedgeley, 
Elmore,  Tufiley,  Matson,  Brockworth,  Churchdown,  Down  Hatherley,  Norton, 
Twigworth,  Sandhurst,  Highnam,  and  Lassington,  no  deaths  from  Zymotic 
Diseases  took  place.  The  distribution  of  the  deaths  was  as  follows —
